Elihu Ro o t, s^reftary o f state, by 
President Ro o sevelt, was given pub­ 
licity . It is a co mplete answer to 
the strictures passed o n the chief

by Bellamy 
Sto rer in a 
pamphlet prepared by the fo rmer am­ 
bassado r and sent by him to the pres­ 
ident, the members o f his cabinet 
and certain

Befo re deciding to make public the 
letter, o r even to write such a letter, 
the president co nsulted m th his po ­ 
litical and perso nal advisers in the 
cabinet. He had ia no way been re­ 
spo nsible fo r the publicity given to

pamphlet, 
altho ugh the 
members o f Uls o fficial family and 
many members 
o f the two 
ho uses 
were fully acquainted with its co n­ 
tents. 
At first the president, at the risk 
o f being misundersto o d, was no t in­ 
clined to make reply to . the pamphlet.
